WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Army 
air service pilots have flown 951,- 
130 miles over the “model airway” 
since the first chain was estab- 
lished in May, 1922, without a sin- 
gle fatality. 

As orginally established, the 
model airway connected New York, 
Washington, Norfolk, Va., and 
Dayton, O. It was later extended 
to include Detroit and Rantoul, M1. 
At present it includes St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Muskogee, Dallas, 
Fort Worth and San Antonio. 

‘On account of the experimental 
work which is centered at McCook 


fiscal year,’ June 30, 1925, the 
weekly schedule provided for 
flights over the airway totaling 
7000 miles. These flights are car- 
ried out by eight air stations, each 
sending one plane over the eastern 
or southern divisions every other 
week. Each trip averages approxi- 
mately 2200 miles, with 18 stops. 
Since the airway was first estab- 
lished 546 flights have been start- 
ed and 525 finished. Pilots making 
these flights, in the aggregate, 
spent 11,583 hours in the air in 
covering 951,130 miles, carried 849 
passengers and 46,707 pounds of 
express matter. In all this flying

“oolidge has proved disappoint- 
ing, if not a menace to the future 
of the colored race,” continued the 
editorial. ‘“‘The Klan against whom

“The hordes of those who preach 
‘white superiority’ and breed race 
hatred were allowed to march bold- 
ly down Pennsylvania avenue while
